W ashington, Feb. 4.— Fresh fruits 
are divided into two c la s s e s , “iiavor 
fru its” and “food fruits,^" acocrding 
as they are valued for their flavor or 
as a food, according to the Office of 
Nutrition 
Investigations 
for 
the 
United Sta tes Department o f A gric­ 
ulture. Those that are 80 per cent or 
more water fall under the first cla ss­ 
ification 
(apples, 
pears, 
peaches, 
and most of our common fru its), 
while 
those 
containing 
less 
fall 
under the la tter (bananas, grapes, 
and figs). The food value o f a pound 
of dried fruit is, of course, much 
greater than that of a pound of 
fresh fruit. A pound of the latter will 
yield an average of about 6 ounces 
dried, but the amount of w ater in the 
orginal fruit is no guide to the food 
value of the dried product. 


The 
main 
change 
which 
takes 
place during drying is the loss of 
water, but other changes also occur. 
Very often the ri^ht degree of heat 
produces changes not unlike those 
which occur during natural ripening 
on the plant. 


In 
some 
cases 
the 
crude 
filler 
which form s the basis of the plant 
structure is changed to some form of 
sugar. The change in flavor is due 
partly to the proportionate increase 
of sugar from loss o f water and to 
absolute 
increase 
from 
chemical 
changes. 


To determine which of two fruits 
is more economical, not only must 
the cost per pound be known, but the 
amount of bodily fuel that makes for 
energy and protein (muscle-building 
m aterial) 
a pound qf each would 
supply. One must also consider what 
expense is required to prepare each 
for the table. Grapes commonly cost 
less a pound than raisins, but 
a 
given sum spent for grapes will buy 
a smaller amount of nutritive m at­ 
erial, since the proportion of water 
is much higher than in the raisins. 


On 
the 
other 
hand, 
low-priced 
fresh fruit is souk* tune* as economi­ 
cal as a somewhat cheaper dried 
fruit, since the latter would require 
sugar and fuel to make it ready for 


the table. 


Attention should also be directed 
to the extent of inedible material. 
Numerous studies made o f nutri­ 
tive values by the Office of Experi­ 
ment Stations have shown that dried 
fruits may be termed an economical 


article of diet. 
Fruit 
products in j 
general contain little protein, but as 
sources of energy, derived almost 
entirely 
from 
their 
sugar, 
dried 
fruits are decidedly cheaper than 
meats and compare favorably with 
dairy products. They are, however, 
more 
expensive than 
cereals 
and 
sta rchy vegetables, 
such 
as dried 
beans and potatoes. 


Under 
no 
circum stances 
should 
fresh and dried fruits be thought a 
luxury, since they supply the needed 
nutritive 
m aterial 
as 
an 
integral 
part of the diet, besides adding to 
the attractiveness o f the daily fare. 
If they are to be eaten raw, brands 
made and marketed in a cleanly way 
should be obtained. 


The amount of dried fruit produc­ 
ed in the United Sta tes increased 
575 per cent between 1890 and 1009. 
C alifornia produces more than four- 
fifths of the yearly output. Accord­ 
ing to a very rough estimate, each 
person in this country consumes on 
an average 5 or G pounds o f dried 
fruit a year. 


The 
value of the product rose 
form between four and five millions 
to over twenty-one millions in 10 


y e a rs. The average wholesale price 
however, has not advanced with the 
increased demand; on the contrary, 
it has dropped from about 5 V cents 
to about 4£ cents per pound. 


Dried fruits are especially useful 
when the supply of fresh fruits is 
limited or where storage space for 
fresh fruits is lacking. B esid es used 
alone, they may be mixed into cakes, 
puddings, confectionary, and other 
dishes. They afford a nutritious and 
economical way of securing a va r­ 
iety of diet, which is often overlook­ 
ed bv the housewife.

yesterday afternoon of the griev­ 
ances of the Indianapolis & Cincin­ 
nati Traction 
company 
trainmen 
may not be expected for some time 
yet because the commission will first 
return its findings in an Indianapolis 
streeet car case. 


The evidence in the 1. $ C. case 
was all given informally yesterday 
afternoon without even the formality 
of having 
attorneys to 
represent 
each side. 
The two grievances of 
the irainmen on which an agreement 
can't be reached are I he demands for 
a Hat wage scale of thirty-five cents 
an hour and the separation of the 
operation of the two divisions so the 
working hours would be shorter. The 
present wage scale is graduated, from 


twenty-one to thirty cents an hour. 
A committee 
of 
five 
employes, 
headed by George 
Schrader, 
pre­ 
sented testimony for the men on both 
grievances. 
In the 
afternoon the 
company was to present its side of 
the ease. 
Charles L. Henry, presi­ 
dent of the road; 
Frank Hall of 
Muneie, and Winfield T. Durbin, for­ 
merly governor of Indiana, stock­ 
holders in the company, appeared for j 
the company. 
Mr. Henry conducted 
the ease for the Tompany. 


One of the contentions of the men 
was that much danger is incurred by 
employes of the road when they are 
compelled to telephone from stations 
along the roadway. The men contend 
that the 1. & C. is equipped with un­ 
usually high voltage wires, and the 
oars create so much wear and tear 
on the wiring of the road that seri- 
*m*s accidents might occur, and they 
believe insulated platforms should be 
provided by the company at all tel­ 
ephone stations and that insulated 
movable platforms should he carried 
on the e a r s for use on the telephones 
along the roadway. 


The plan of the company now in 
vogue sends 
trainmen 
along both 
divisions of the road in order to 
complete their runs. 
The men con­ 
tend that if the divisions were sepa­ 
rated and worked more or less in­ 
dependently it would be possible to 
cut down the “ run” time of each em­ 
ploye, who, they say, now works too 
many hours each day. 


Mr. Henry said he saw no objec­ 
tion whatever to a plan whereby the 
telephones along the company’s lines 
might lie insulated, thereby protect­ 
ing the men. 
lie said, in fact, the 
company had built some of these 
platforms in the past but they had 
lieen little used. This question came 
up because of the story of the death 
of J. M. Walsh, in a telephone booth 
on the ('.. H. & D. railroad recently. 
The men contended that one rea­ 
son they should have additional pay 
is that their work is more danger­ 
ous than that of steam railroad em­ 
ployes.

v isited, and of these 3,721, or. 92.5 
per cent., were found doing well or 
at least fairly well under the new 
conditions, due to some unusual sit­ 
uation in their families. 
The remaining 219, or 75 per cent, 
were found to be in unsatisfactory 
condition, and proper 
action 
was 
taken in each case looking to the 
return of these 
children 
to 
the 
agencies responsible for tlieqi. For­ 
ty -three other visits were made to 
addresses given, and the children re­ 
ported were not found. 
During the twelve months of the 
fiscal y ear homes were found for 238 
children who had 
not 
previously 
been placed by the agents, and 226 
children, 
formerly 
placed, 
were 
transferred to other homes, making 
a total of 464 placements

placements. 
One hundred and two 
chihiren were returned to counties.
